FARM WAGES 
AT NEW PEAK 


Feed Outlook For 
Livestock Brighter 


Reflecting the improved livestock 
and poultry feed situation as a re­ 
sult of high grain production this 
year on Pennsylvania farms, the 
state 
Agriculture department an ­ 
nounced from federal-state surveys 
that more than twice as much corn 
and oats were held in all off-farm 
storage positions In the state on Oc­ 
tober I than on the same date last 
year. 
At the beginning of October there 
were 529,000 bushels of shelled and 
ear corn stored In Interior mills, ele­ 
vators and warehouses, at merchant 
mills and at terminals. A year earl­ 
ier such stocks totaled only 207,000 
bushels. 
Oats holdings in these positions 
on October I totaled 1,888.000 bush­ 
els compared with 630,000 a year 
previous. However, rye and barley 
stocks were less than in October I. 
1945. Rye totaled 54.000 bushels com­ 
pared with 77,000 a year earlier, 
and barley 
amounted 
to 133.000 
bushels compared with 170,000 at 
the^ same time last year. 


Farm wage rates have reached 
new all high records, the state De­ 
partment of Agriculture announced 
today following quarterly federal- I 
state wage surveys as of October I. 
Most significant in the advance 
over rates being paid a year earlier 
was the fact that those working 
on farms by the day without board 
are now averaging $5.40 per day 
or 54 cents an hour for the IO hours 
per day which such workers aver­ 
age on Pennsylvania farms. A year 
earlier the wage for such workers 
averaged $4.60 per day. and on 
July I, 1946 the state average was 
an even $5.00. 
Department 
officials 
explained j other ways, 
that all farming casts are still ris­ 
ing and that all wage increases re­ 
sult from the higher rates paid by 
industry, the scarcity of workers, 
and the necessity for payment of 
higher rates for fruit, potato, corn 
and vegetable harvesting this fall.

White Flies oil House Plants 
W hile H ies com prise a fairly im ­ 
portant. group of insect pests which 
feed on, and often seriously d am ­ 
age m any kinds of house plants, 
particularly geranium s, la n ta n a s and 
others. To date most grow ers are 
unable to conquer this tiny enem y I 
because they fail to place c o n tro l. 
em phasis w here it is m ost needed— j 
prevention 
W hite flies are so nam ed because 
in the adult or flying stage the 
pests are seen flying around actively 
And w hen an infested p la n t is dis­ 
turbed the little form s will be seen 
d artin g rapidly around and around 
However, the 
feeding 
stage 
is a 
sm all scale-like Insect, light green 
in color and seldom seen moving 
Of course, all th e dam age is done 
by sucking sap from th e infested 
leaves and tender stem s. T he insect 
gets its com m on nam e from th e fact 
that th e adults are coated w ith a 
w hite 
powdery 
substance, 
Riving 
them 
the 
apjjearance 
of 
n a tu ra l 
w hite bodily coloring. 
P lan ts m ay become heavily in ­ 
fested 
by th e feeding form s, the 
scale-like larvae, before th e owner 
is aw are w hite 
flies are present 
Among the first .symptoms of extrem e 
injuries is a yellowing of badly a t­ 
tacked leaves. Closer inspection will 
then reveal the feeding form s and 
perliaps 
num erous 
flying 
adults. 
Wfhen a p lan t becomes thoroughly 
infested control m ay prove alm ost 
impossible. In such cases it m ay be 
wiser to destroy th e specim en th an 
to attem p t control w ith d an g ers of 
th e pests spreading to neighboring 
plants. 
O ne of th e better preventive and 
early com bat m easures is to wash 
plant foliage every ten days to two 
weeks w ith tobacco soap. In lieu of 
this nicotine sulphate may be ap ­ 
plied a t the rate of one to one and 


a half teasjxjonfuls to a gallon ol 
w ater in which a one-inch cube of 
.4tmp or one and a half to t wo level j 
tablespoonfuls of soap 
flakes 
has
